THE PURCHASE OF THE THETIS 
COVE PROPEETY— EXTRAOR- 
DINARY DISCLOSURES. 



The question of the paymant of BWy 
690.31 to Messrs. Tolmio ami Finlayaon 
for tbe Thetis Goto property (site of tho 
graving dock) came Ijeforo tlio House on 
Wednesilay. Majority and minority re- 
ports from tbe Oommitteo appointed to 
enquire if tlio payment was legally 
made were submitted. The Committee 
•was formed in ooDBequenco of a state- 
ment made in the House shortly after the 
opening by Mr. Humphreys that tho pay- 
ment was made dishonestly by tho Pro- 
mioi- while he (Mr. H.) was Ministqr of 
rinanct) without Li.s (Mr. Humphreys') 
knowlodgo. In plain words the ohurgo 
amsuntod to this: That tho payment was 
surreptitiously made by tho Premier 
•whilst he (Mr. H.) was a member of tho 
Cabinet. Both reports agree that Mr. 
Humphreys xcas not a momber of Ihe Cab- 
inet when the cheque was drawn and 
signed, bo having rosigued on the 26th 
July, 187G, and tho payment having been 
made on tho -itb August following. This 
disposes of tho original ocousatiou of sur- 
reptitious payment; but the Committee 
having been chaiged with tho duty of os- 
amining into all tlie/acis proceeded to do 
80. The evidence shows that "tho usual 
practice" was followed in muking tho pay- 
ment, and that "no special authority was 
necessary;" "tliat tho Government in pur- 
chasing the laud acted uuder authority of 
sn Ortler in Oouuoil of the Walkem Gov- 
ernment, April iiSth, \ti1h-;' 'Hhat all tho 
members of the Executive were aware of 
the transaotion;" that Mr. E. Brown.then 
President of the Council, was absent from 
the Capital wlieu tbe payment was made, 
but considered that under tho award tlio 
payment could not bo avoided; and that 
the Premier, in nigniug tho cheque, noted 
under tho "written authority of the Minis- 
ter of Finance." The majority report is 
based on this evidence. The minority 
report does not combat a single premise 
of the majority report. If any one will 
take the trouble to examine both docu- 
ments he will see that at a glance. Every 
important point is conceded — not with 
very good grace; but still it is conceded. 
What, then, was theie left to fight about 
if tbe two reports were essentially simi 
lar ? Nothing— absolutely nothing. Yc 
Mr. Beaven (who at one of the sittings of 
tho Committee nctcd in a manner so of 
feusive that it was found necessary to do 
pose him) had the amazing cheek to oc 
oupy tho time of the House Wednesday 
in demanding a further consideration of 
the matter by a select committee. He 
wanted more evidence— for what? The 
minority report does not state the objeat; 
bnt it came out in debate that tho Com 
mittee had made a most important disco 
very. They hud ascertained that not only 
had the "usual practice" of tho out at- 
the-elbows Government of which Mr. 
Beaven formed a unit, been followed in 
regard to this payment, but tha.t.tho-Wal- 

1.-. .jiri — oouai praoiiciS" in paying 

for tbo rement purohasad in London by 
Mr. Walkem in 1874 — of which cement 
Mr .Nightingale of Naoaimo says he found 
only six barrels out of »ixty that were fit 
for use! 5Vo may as well state here that 
tho prnctico of tho DaCoamoB-Walkem 
Government, as well as tliis Government, 
was to draw on the treasury by requisi- 
tion. If,~for instance, one of tbe depart- 
' ments wished to draw $200,000 in one 
sum the amount would embrace many 
items. Mr. Smitho showed in his evi- 
dence thatMr. Beaven when Chief Com- 
missioner had drawn as high as $495,071 
' from the treasury on requisition in one 
sum — tbe amount embracing a great many 
smaller sums. The rest of tbe story may 
be read in Mr. Smitbe's evidence: 

Q. Do you know of any largo sums be- 
ing paid without special vote, or Bpooial 
warrant from the Lieutenant-Governor? 
Ana — I do; Iknow of $16,000 having beeu 
paid, not only without special warrant, 
but without the usual warrant of ordinary 
requisition.

8th of February, 1875. 

Q. Will you show tho Comraittoo tho 
vouohera? Ans, — I will show the cheque 
by which the amount was psid, as well as 
the entry in the book of tho otlioe, and if 
thoaght necessary 1 ^-iU get the voucher. 
(Cheque produced.) 

000 above referred to as paid on the 8ih of 
'■•February, 1875, was not covered by requi- 
sition until 17th of May following, and 
was consequently PAID WI IHOUT ANY 
AUTHORITY, SPECIAL OR OTHER-

Mr. Beaven — For what was this $15,000 
• paid? Ann. — For cement. 

Q Was it not to honor a dr»,ft drawn 
from Eiifiland? Ans.— It was. 

Q. Were not the Customs duties paid 
also? Ans.— Thov were, and EQUALLY 
WITHOUT AUTHOKITY. 
• Here is what Mr. Judson Young said in 
Ms evidence before ihe Committeo: 

Mr. Mara— Has the usn.al practice been 
followed in paying the sum SIG, 590.31 to 
Messrs. Fiulayson Sc Tolmio? Ans.— Ct:>r- 
tainly;THE U.SUAL PEACTICE HAS 
BEEN FOLLOWED. 

Mr. Boaven-— Was there any special 
Order in Council authorizing the Treasury 
to pay Messrs. Finlayson & Tolmio JJIG,- 
590.8i for Esquimalt land? Ana.— No 
special order to pay that particular sum. 

Mr. Mara— Was a special order uecea- 
sary to pay that sum?" Ans. — No. 

AJr. Beaven— Are those clauses six and 
seven correct? Ans. — Yes; they are cor- 
rect.

Unprejudiced men will say that this 
evidence ought to have settled tho ques- 
tion. An act which the Opposition had 
accused tbo Elliott Government of per- 
petrating was brought homo to themeelvQ,'.- 
Withoutftu order in Council, without tho 
Governor's warnmt, and without the 
usual worrnnt of ordinal-}' requisition they 
hadpaid awoySlS.OOO for damaged cement!

It is thi.s: Ho says tlial 
in consequence of tho failure of the own- 
ers of the Thetis Cova property to ob- 
serve Cf rtuin formalities before tho arbi- 
trators, the Government had an undoubt- 
ed right to confiscate the property— and 
he blames them for not having done it. 
Such is this le'jislafor's idea of /;i.;//m imd 
tiium. Mr. Beaven was borii >uiuo 150 or 
200 years too late. In tlii ))triod of 
dark streets and lonely uioiirs, when 
Jonathan Wild and Dick Turpiu 
flourished, men of Mr. Beaveu 's uoiiocs 
of mine and thine achieved suddru and 
independent fortune by brilliant coups 
on Hanipstoad Heath, Oloarly ho ba- 
k.iiga to a pust age, to tiifl ag'S n-hfn thf 
doctrine.

animated tho best as well as the mcaiiost 
of men.

The bill was thon adopted and read a 
third time. 

BSqUUIALT HAItBOlt. 

Mr. Williams moved— That this House 
is of opinioB that the Oovernment of the 

Dominion of Canada ha requested by this 
Government to cause, at an early day, tiia 
erection of a suitable buoy on Scragga 
Books, at the entrance of Esquimalt har- 
bor, aa a guide to tobsoIb entering the 
■aid Harbor. The mover said the rocks 
alluded to were very dangerous at certain 
periods of the tidea. The work proposed 
■was most necessary and he hoped the 
Homo would support tho resolution, 

Mr. Fisher hoped the House would not 
inteifere with tho question of pilotage. 
The pilots should be encouruged to be on 
the alert, and ha did not think it would 
work well to allow a captain to use his 
disoretion when to take and when not to 
take a pilot. Throe ships had been strand- 
ed near Esquimau harbor within tho last 
three months, and at Isast one of th««e 
wrecks would not have kapponed if the ves- 
sel had had an axperiencod pilot on board . 
For the protection of tho mercantile mar- 
ine a pilot should have a claim on every 
•hip when spoken within pilotage limits. 

Mr. Tolmie said the mover of tko reso- 
lution had only quoted a resolution which 
bad been pasied by the Pilot Board. If 
Esquimalt had been free of Pilotage as a 
harbor of refuge some months since tho 
wreok of tho bark Lunalilo would in all 
probability never have happened, and it 
was mora or less in consequenoo of this 
wrack that Esquimalt had been rendered 
exempt from pilotage under conditions 
laid down in tho resolution of tho Pilot 
Board. 

•" "Mr. Fibber here btiiLed ilitt ho hsd mis- 
taken the scope and intent of the resolu- 
tion and after Dr. Tolmie's explanation 
he would vote for it. 
The resolution then passed. 

QtmSTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Mr. Beaven asked the hon. Mr. Vernon: 
Do the Govornmont intend to grant ap- 
plications for land in township 2C, Nuw 
WeBtminater, which were made daring 
the rear 1876 and up to Ist September, 
1877? 

Hon. Mr. Vernon replied that the mat- 
ter was under consideration of tho Gov- 
ernment and would be dealt with shortly. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon informed Mr. Arm- 
str-GEg -tJisi i-t i" not the intention of^ .tbe 
Government ta buy the wharf reputed to 
belong to Mr. Ebonozor Brown and situ- 
ated on the left bank of tho Frasar, oppo- 
site the city of New Westminster. 

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT Blljli. 

Mr. Walkem objected to the second 
reading of tho bill until the charges 
against tho hon. tha Premier made by 
Mr. Ash had been investigated. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that tho resolu- 
tion for tho Eoyal Commission had beeu 
forwarded to Hia Hcnor the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor the day after it» paaaiigo, but that 
His Honor's reply had not yet reached tho 
Government. 

Mr. Walkem said that ha was opposed 
to any of the public business being pro- 
ooedod with until the charges had beeu 
set at rest. There were many other Bills 
not of a public nature, which might bo 
dealt with and he claimed it as a right of 
the House that tho Premier should defer 
discussion of important Government 
moasures until his character had been 
vindicated. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that he would not 
consent to any such dolfly. (Hoar, hear. ) 
He had no doubt the charges had been 
feamped up to delay tho business of the 
bountry. If they were not, why did not 
the leader of the Opposition at the proper 
time give notice of his- intention to movo 
for a postponomont of tho public business. 
If he thought the Opposition sincere in 
their motives ho would at once give way, 
but under the ciroumstanoes be could not 
do so. 

Mr. Walkem said the Government 
would find the Opposition sincere to the 
lettfir. 

Mr. Ash Eooutod the idea that any one 
of tho ohurgeo had been trumped up. It 
. .•was a most painful thing to sit in tho 
House until tho charges had been dis- 
proved and .he oould asiure the House 
that he woald be trnly glad if ih« Bojal 



Commission gave it aa their opinion that 
there was no truth in the charges. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott 8:iid that not an hour 
had been lost in advancing the appoint- 
ment of the Oommission. 

Messrs. Gallagher and Galbraith also 
rose to state that they hsd not trumped 
up any charges. 

Hun. Mr. Elliott said he bad only re- 
ferred to the charges brought by Iho 
member for Comox. 

Hon Mr. Vernon alluded to the incon- 
sistency of the member for Oomoi, who 
said that ho had known for a long time 
of tho charges against the Attorney Gen- 
eral, but had refrained from alluding to 
tham until he himself (Mr. AbIi) had 
been attiioked. It was strango that pre- 
vious to being attacked ho had not felt 
any painful asnsation from .'dieting in tho 
House with tho Attorney Gouerul. 
(Cheers.) As for tho delay proposed by 
the loader of the Opposition, it would bo 
romemberod that last time the Bill was 
discussed be had raised a ery of "no 
maps." Maps had been supplied, but ho 
(Mr. V.) did not think that advantage 
had been taken of them, end a new ex 
ousa for delay had now been put forward. 

Mr. Ash said ho was auro ha would bo 
able to vindicate his oonduot in bring- 
ing the charges against the Fremierat tho 
proper time. 

Mr. Evans made a few remarks, and 
amongst them alluded to tho fact that 
charges had been made against Mr. 
Speaker as well. 

Mr. Speaker said that ifr. Gallagher 
had stated that ho (Mr. Speaker) had 
written letters to Kootenay; bat he oonld 
assure hon. members that he had never 
written a single letter to Eootenay in all 
his life, and ho expected the charges 
against tha Govornmont wore something 
liko that against him. (Loud ai)pluusa 
and cheers ) . 

Mr. Gallagher nauX ho' wuuid p'iotCT 
that Mr. Speaker had written letters to 
Kooteuay. 

Mr. Speaker said that after that asaor- 
tion he would demunil th.it ha (Mr. 
Speaker) also go before tho lloyal Uom- 
miasion. (Cheers,) 

Mr. Gallagher— What I meant to say 
was that I oould give my authority for 
tho assertion that you had writt«n4ctt«ra. 
("Oh!" und "Shame.") 

Mr. Fisher said that if tho present 
course of things wore pormittoJ to go on 
he might have to bring charges against 
the Opposition. If he did, bo would do 
so fearlessly and openly, and then the 
public would know who is who.

Mr. Fisher— I may do so when I think 
fit. 

Mr. Humphreys deprecated personal 
attackn either by assertion or inuendo. If 
iho Uon. member for Esquimalt knew 
anything against tho Opposition why did 
he not put it in tho shape of n charge. 
Ha regretted the Government tried to gag 
tho debate on tho charges and treated 
them with a levity whinh their gravity 
did not warrant. Ho contoudod that tho 
Govorinnont had it in their power to dis- 
prove tho charges made by tho member 
for Gomox within tlie next 2i hours, and 
bo therefore sustained the position taken 
by the leader of the Opposition that the 
Government shall not be permitted to go 
on with any pablio business until the At- 
torney General has shaken the charges 
from his offioiol skirts. If they wore un 
true, so much tho bettor for the leader of 
the Government, who would then be con- 
gratulated on their falsity; but if true, 
thon he had no longer a right to oooupy 
a seat in tho House. All the witnesses 
boing in town, tho evidence as to tha Po- 
lice fklagistracy oould be taken within a 
few hours, and ho would movo that tha 
orders for the second reading of tho Con- 
stitution Bill, Committee of Supply, and 
Committee of Ways ond Means be dia- 
cbarged until the report of tho Boyal 
Commission with reforenco to tho charges 
made by tho member for Comox be laid 
before the House. ' 

Hon. Mr. Smithe conteudtd that tho 
motion was out of order. 

A debate took place ou tho ])oint, and 
the motion was ruled out of order unt.l 
th.e motion that the Oonatitntion Bill be 
read a second time were put. 

Hon, Mr. Elliott then moved tho second 
reading of tho Bill. Ha concluded that 
no diflferonco existed amongst members 
as to the nscGS.'::'.i'-3f-;.- r>5^^-'7i'-^ii?."i 
seats and revision of conatiiuencios. Tho 
Government, alive to the fact that a more 
equitable representation was demasdeu 
by the country had therefore introdnood 
the Bill having his object in view and it 
was hoped tliat it would give satisfaction 
to tho whole Province. Sinco tho year 
1871 many changes hud taken place in 
reference to tlie condition of the country. 
The non-construction of the railway had 
adversely affected several distriets on the 
Maiolond ond ti-Ar.e-»«rvA(>on of./t ,,)>a!.t,r)f 
land on the Island bad seriously retarded 
settlement in tho districts of Cowichan 
and Nanaimo. Had it not been for tbono 
circumstances tho present voters' list 
would havo benn very materially Hwpllon. 
Tho uLjoc'u of iiitiodiiciug the Bi;i iiiis 
session, which ivas not the final one of 
tho Housf, was to meet the possibility of 
a general election taking place before next 
sesaiou. Hud it been rioferrod until 1879 
and a general election baen held in th» 
interim it wonld be seen that tho Consti- 
tution Bill at present in operation would 
have governed the representation and a 
state of things that it was now thought 
should be amended would have had to 
exist for another period of 4 j-earu. Tho 
redistribution of seats had not beeu made 
on any iiarticular or uniform basis. Not 
only area and population had been taken 
into consideration but tho diversity and 
community of interests nad in some ia- 
stancea formed a ba'^is for allotment of 
Boata. In Kootonay, which was tho first 
district afftoted by the Bill, the poiiulation 
had deoioiiaed since 1871 and at tho last 
two elections only some 33 votes had been 
cast. It bud therefore been decided to 
take one member from her and ho did not 
think even tho two members who now re- 
presentod the district could offer any 
reasonable objection to tho reduction. In 
Yale district, two conaiderations at least 
had iufluoncod tlie change made in ropro- 
Bontation. One was tho largely iucreased 
population, the other the great extent of 
tho District. It was proposed, therefore, 
to give tho district ono membor more than 
hitherto and to divide it into four consti- 
tuencies, as owing to area thoro were 
great diversities of interest and the popu- 
lation had probably no one thing in com 
inon except the wolfaro of the country. 
[ Hear, hear. ] To Now Westminster City 
it was proposed to give an additional seat, 
not that the population of the city had 
increased much, but because it had be- 
come the centre ond capital of the 
lumber, fisheries, and farming in- 
terests. On this ground tho addition 
was called for and would in all proba- 
bility proys KMepMblfl to th« ptopl* nt 



largo. New Westminster district, the 
population of which bud increased more 
than that of any other district, would bo 
divided into two constituencies, each of 
which would return one member, tho 
one to represent the lumber and fishery 
interosts,tbe other tho agricultural. Cari- 
boo, notwithstanding that her population 
had not increased so largely as might havo 
been o.rpeet.5d, had, as it were, juat taken 
a now louse of life, and it was proposed to 
extonu her urea slightly and give her four 
inatoiid of three members aa before. Three 
members would be returned from the 
mining or upper portion of the district 
and ono from the lower or agricultural 
portion. It was thought advisable thus to 
divide tho district iu order to prevent tho 
possibility of the agricultural portion 
obtaining a balnnce of power and out vot- 
ing tho mineral portion, and vbe versa. 
It was hoped and expected that Cariboo 
would shortly become a more prosperous 
miuiog district than she had ever yet been ; 
the increased representation therefore ap- 
peared to bo fuliy wiirrnuied. Nanaimo 
City would havo ono member and tho out- 
lying district two, or iu other words, tho 
entire distriot that now returned only ono 
member would in future return three 
Tindor two constituencies. To Victoria 
City it was proposed to odd a member, a 
step whioh the increase in the voters' lint 
jlistifled. It had bt'cu Huggested that tho 
city be divided into two or more constitu- 
enciea, but that was a question the Houso 
could determine. He did not himself 
thiuk it necessary or advisable, beeauac 
there was no diverxity of interests what- 
ever; everything was in common, the same 
as if the city were one street. If the 
House thought otherwise tho change 
could bo made. Cowichan District, at 
present com) rised of the main Island and 
a number of lesser adjacent Islands, would 
b( divided into two Ji^triuts, as there was 
uti oomumuity tif iniereat bbCsVvjan ttic 
main and smaller lalands, Cowichun 
would in future return two memb»rs and 
the IsLinds ono, Tho wbolo soltlomout 
hnd beeu Eeriqusly ret_aidod_by ]h 
vmy laud reservaiion, which, to his oVn 
personal knowledge, had prevented many 
hundreds of settlors from becoming per- 
manent residents of tho District, With 
respect- ts-Ga*? iar tes -wag.A nrry . tlm t . b t-^i- 
the District could only be allotted one 
member, but tho giving her a roiireseuta- 
tivc showed coiiclusivoly that tho Govern- 
ment was not inditlerout to her wolfaro 
and ho hoped when the District became 
more permanently settled she would have 
a larger representation iu the House, to 
tt hiijii aho' wunM" t-nmrb»ro4early entitled . 
In conclusion be trusted the House would 
deal with tho Bill on its merits, bo;ring in 
mind its imporianco and resting assured 
that the Government in introilucing the 
measuro had beeu solely nctuated by a 
desire to extend to the country nn equit- 
able representation in her legislative halls, 
(Loud applause.) 

Dr. Ash moved nn amendment that the 
second reading of the Bill be postponed 
until the report of tho Eoyal Commission 
has been laid before tho House. 

Mr. Walkem said strong reasons had 
been urged to actuate the Government to 
consent to a postponement of the second 
reading of tho Bill. A cloud rested over 
the head of tho leader of tho Government 
and consequently over the head of every 
hon, member of tho House. The matter 
could be settled writhin 2'1 hours and if 
the charges had been brought against 
him (Iilr. W.) ho wonld have insisted on 
an immediate investigation. Ho could 
not conceive how any member, uulesn a 
black and white partizan, could vota for 
a continuauca of the publio busineaa un- 
der the exi.sting circumstances. Notwith- 
standing tho fact that many of the Gov- 
ornmeot supporters bad left their seats 
the House would find that when the bell 
was rung for division they would resume 
them again and voto in a solid phalanx 
against the reasonable propo.iitiou of tho 
opposition. Nearly all of tha Goverumont 
supporters had been more or less intlu- 
eucod to sustain the Government; but tho 
time would come when the public would 
see thut they no longer sat in the House 
Wi'h a knowledge that evidence was 
within 15 minutes reach of tho Govern- 
ment he was utterly astonibhod that they 
would not consent to a brief delay to ena- 
ble tho Premier to olear his character. 
Thoro was quite enough work to occupy 
TuH autira-^'ii--uf- i iiu- H' lUio ■{•jr'S-i&f-f-diy-s 
without procoeding with public business 
and he therefore hoped the amendment 
would be agrood to. 

Hun. Mr. Elliott said ho bad 
done everything in Lis power to 
promote the appointmcul of the 
Commission and since forwarding 
tho losolution he had written to His 
Honor to Kign the Commission with all 
posfyblo sDiiod.^ It^ lyas quiio un_true that 
he "(Mr. jS.) lisci gene cutaido of tUe 
iious«-'tj chu.'..icl.:.vuu !.!-«- <-L',rcg<iv. i-i.-.o 
conspiracy originating with the Opposi- 
tion. Whatever his o|tiuiou might be on 
that point his reply to persons who had 
spokon to him on tho subject had been 
"Yuu'll zza by and hyc wht-ther the charges 
are true or not. ' He haa made no uitumpt 
to prejudice the public mind. 

Mr. Beaven supported tho amendment 
and urged a suspension of public busi- 
ness with a hope that the leader of the 
Government would consent to the propo- 
sition of the Opposition. Would he do 



mentof the House, Tho debate could not 
consequently bo rentiwed to-day. 

Hon. M. Smitlio said that as tho Uouao 
had adjourned till 7:30 p.m. a renewal of 
the debate was in order. 

Hon. Mr. Vornoa said ho moved the 
adjournment of tho debate; hut as ho folt 
certain that if it was coutiuiied some 
member of tho Opposition wuuUl occupy 
the \>hole evening with a repotiiion of 
what hnd alri'-ady boeu said, he would 
waive his claim tor a renewal of the de- 
bate.

Mr. Morrison moved an amouduieiit to 
clause i'J to iillow a proxy to vota for any 
number of stockholdor.s who may employ 
him, Buch appoiutmouts of proxy to be 
valid until cauccUod.

Mr. Humphreys considered the honor 
and integrity of the House was attacked 
by these churgos, audit was their duty 
to give tho Attorney General time to ox- 
oulpatu himself, arjd in order to do ao lot 
all important Government ntotisures lie 
over till the said charges are hoard, espe- 
cially as it was possible for the House to 
go on with a very large number of Pri- 
vate Bills. The charges made of bribery 
against the Hon. Mr. Elliott he believed 
to bo quite true, and he considered that 
it was only right that tho GovornmTnt 
should adjourn the House till tho charges 
wore settled, and the supporters of the 
Government were not doing their duty to 
their constituents by not obliging tho 
Government to postpone Government 
business. The hon. gentleman than wont 
on to predict that in case of a general 
election only two of tho supporters of tho 
Govornmont stood the remotest chance of 
re-election, and that if any member of the 
Government wore to attempt to address 
any public meeting, he would prophecy 
that ho would bo hooted out of the house. 
Tho hon. gentleman in the middle of hia 
speech was asked to change the tone of 
bis voice if be intended speaking till 6 
o'clock. 

The House adjourned at 5:30 p.m. 
EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Walkem contended that no motion 
had been made for the adjournment of 
the debate on Mr. Ash's amendment; the 
motion had been on* linply lor adjoHrn- 



...4fter_fnr.tlier discussion, Mr. Morri- 
son's amendment was carried, 

Mr. Walkom moved tho insertion of a 
clause rendering it imperative that every 
company inoorporatud under any of the 
Provincial Acta shall jiave its head ofiico 
in tho Proviuco. 

It WHS admitted that the principle of 
ci tho pioposod cliiuao was good, but 
that its insertion would bo useless unless 
a penal clause were also iuaorted for iu- 
fringouieut. 

Tho iLOVor withdrew tho clause withtho 
intention of introducing a special act to 
provide for tho inntlor. 

Tho Bill was then reported complete, 
and ordered to be reprinted. 

OOUNTY COURTS Bmi,. 

Mr. Ash moved the second reading of 
this Bill, whioh ia oiio to rogulalo fees 
to bo paid iu Couoty Court actions. 

Mr. Walkem oiDposod the Bill on tho 
ground that the matter dealt with was 
000 whioh should be entirely left to the 
Judges of the Supreme Uonrt and the law 
society. He admitted that the fees were 
high and should bo cut down to tho scale in 
force in the Province of Ontario. He 
therefore moved that tho Bill bo read this 
day six months. 

Hon. Mr.. Elliott hoped that tho hon. 
gentleman would withdraw tho Bill. That 
part of clause 2 giving tho Lieut, Gover- 
nor-in Council power to frame, alter and 
revoke rules and orders for tho pi oaeduro 
of the County Court should not bis allosv- 
ed to pa88,for no ono could bo bettor titled 
to regulate such things than tho Judges 
themselves. As far as tho scalo of fees 
was concerned ho certainly considered 
that they should bo lowered, 

Mr. Smith entirely agreed with the last 
two speakers and thought it would be well 
the withdraw tlie Bill. 

Mr Tolraio thought tho Bill required 
consideration and hoped the mover would 
allow it to stand over for a week. 

Mr, HumpLiroys spoko in favor of tho 
Bill and trustt d it would be passed by a 
large mnjority.
